When a crime is reported, discovered, or detected, information is needed not only to catch criminals but also to 
convict them. Police officers will often need to question both cooperative and uncooperative people in order to 
gather the important information they need. 

Interviewing and interrogating are substantially different techniques of questioning. Interviewing is a technique 
used by a police officer to obtain general information regarding a crime from witnesses. Interrogating is a 
questioning technique used to obtain specific information regarding a crime from a person who has been defined 
as a suspect. Interrogation is normally carried out at the station by experienced investigators. A suspect must 
be advised of his or her rights when interrogative questioning changes from “investigatory” to “accusatory” in 
nature. 

The chances of successfully convicting criminals are directly related to the thoroughness of the information 
gathered from a police officer’s preliminary investigation.
